THIEF LATER CAUGHT

One Bullet Deflected Three 
Times. Strikes Gerhart 
in Back of Head, but 
Causes No Injury—Pris- 
oner Wounded Before. 





Thomas S. Gerhart, president of the 
Weisels-Gerhart Real Estate Co., 104 
North Eighth street, lying awake at 2 
a. m. Tuesday, heard the clicking of the 
latch on a dining-room window at his 
home, 4609 Westminster He got 
@ revolver and went to the head of a 
big double stairway, which gives access 
to both the front and rear of the first 


fioor. There he saw a man with an elec- 
tric flashlight moving silently about the 
floor. 

For half an hour Gerhart watched the 
man, who, he saw, was a negro, collect 
clothing, jewelry and other valuables. 
Then the prowler started up the rear 
stairs. Gerhart waited until he was less 
than halg a dozen steps away and fired 
twice. 

The first bullet went wild. made a 
complete circle overhead by being d>- 
flected three times, struck Gerhart in 
the back of the head and fell to tne 
floor. At the second shot the negro 
Goublied up in pain, staggered down the 


place.

Gerhart followed?. but the negro es- | 
caped. An hour later James Howard, a 
negro, 2 years old, living on Lucas ave- 
mue, was found desperately wounded 
and arrested. He confess2d at the city 
hospital that he had been in the Ger- 
hart home. 

Interested in Negro’s Work. 

“We went automobile riding tast night 
and I didn’t retire until long after mid- 
night, which accounts for my being 
awake,” said Gerhart. ‘I watched the 
negro a half hour, and as time went by 
2 got greatly interested in watching him 
‘work.’ He had a powerful flashlight 
which made a whole room light When 
he turned it on, and light coming from 
the outside helped make his movements 
clear to me. 

“He took an automobile coat from a 
hook, tried it on, rolléd it up and took 
it to the back porch. He did the same 
with a flannel coat belonging to my son. 
Then he went to one of my coats and 
began working with a diamond-studded 
Shriner' emblem worth about $150. It 
was firmly fastened, but he finally got 
it off and put it in his pocket. 

“In none of his operations did he make 
the slightest sound. He wore no shoes 
and his movements were as silent as 
those of a cat. When hs started up- 
stairs I decided to see jfist how game he 
was. He had the flash light in his let. 
hand and in his right he held another 
ebject above his head. 

“When he was thres steps from me I 
eimed above: his head and fired. The 
bullet struck the object in the negro's 
right hand, glanced from there to .the 
sloping ceiling over the stairs, from 
thers to the same kind of ceiling over 
the front stairway and struck me in 
the back of the head, stinging sharply 
but not breaking the scalp. I heard the 
bullet snap three times in rapid succes- 
gion as it struck the different objects. 

Goes Through Rail Into Negro. 

“The negro fell backward to the land- 
ing and started to run. Then I leaned 
far over and shot again. The bullet, of 
S caliber, went through a stair rail 
and into the negro’s body. He made no 
outcry, but the way he doubled up told 
me he was hit. He straightened up, 
however, and ran. He certainly was 
game, as well as skillful in his ‘profes- 
sion.’ ve 

After the negro was gone, Gerhart 


telephoned the police and the red signal 


lights soon had called all patrolmen of 
the Newstead Avenue Station to take 
- part in the search. 


A few minutes later Dr. Frank A.

IN USE THIRTY YEARS 


On Sept.. 4, 1882, Edison Sent 
Out Current From Small 


New York Plant. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 3.—Tomorrow will 
mark the thirtieth anniversary of the 
beginning of commercial incandescent 
lighting. On Sept. 4, 1882, Thomas A, 
Edison started in operation. the world’s 
first central station in an old brick 
building in lower New York. The power 
house contained only a single dynamo 
and the current was sent through un- 
derground cables into some 400 lamps

Newspaper Men Made Deputies 
and Compelled to Keep Si- 
lence—Fleeing Man Shot.

JACKSON, Mich., Sept. %—Rioting 


convicts of Jackson prison, overcoming 
all restraint today, entered the prison 
bull pens and liberated about 75 fel- 
low prisoners. An hour later the prison 
authorities had the convicts apparently 
cowed by the presence of Jackson mili- 


tia companies and firemen and special 
officers who hurried to the scene im- 
mediately after the outbreak. 

One fleeing convict, failing to halt 
when ordered, was shot down by a 
guard today. The prisoner was running 
across the yard and when he refused 
to stop was dropped with a bullet from 
a gun in the hands of a special deputy. 


Prisoners Seize Weapons. 

Almost every prisoner got a weapon 
cf some kind soon after gaining his 
liberty from the bullpen. Knives, ham- 
mers, barrel staves, etc., were used in 
sn endeavor to overpower the guards in- 
side the prison walls. 

On seeing the fire department enter 
the prison yard many of the mutineers 
fled back into the prison, while others 
hid in the various factory buildings, 
hoping to step over the walls when an 
opportunity presented. It is said three 
convicts’ scaled the walls and are now 
at large.: P !

Smith, who 
is a@ member of a Milwaukee section 
crew, Was robbed in Kansas City, 
Wednesday night, of $9. 

A man was arrested, charged with the 
theft, and friends of the man under 
arrest warned Smith he never would 
live to testify against the suspect. Smith 
came to Chillicothe last Friday and Mon- 
day he went to the station to return to 
Kansas City, when he was informed 
two members of the gang were in Chilli- 
cothe. He remained at police head- 
quarters, where he remained until he 
Started to Kansas City today. 

The police think a member of the 
gang shot Smith while he was in the 
washroom.

Mrs. Ackerson and her son, return 
ing from the picnic at Patton, [IIL, 
found Ackermann’s body lying on the 
floor in a front room of the home: A 
revolver lay near the body, according 
to Fred Billhartz, a cousin of Acker- 
mann.

Dr. Starkloff; - After Health 
Board Meeting, Requests Iso- 
lation of Cases“ Here. 


The City Board of Health, at a special 
meeting Tuesday, voted «to establish 
quarantine. regulations against the 
#pread of infantils paralysis, new and 
Cread malady of childhood, which has 
caused’ six deaths in St. Louis in the 
last month. 

The list of city victims of the disease 
does not include Virginia Wilson, 7-year- 
lcld daughter of Dr. Robert: EB. Wilson, 
who died at “The Oaks,” the beautifu!' 
summer home of the Wilson family near 
Pattonville, St. Loufs County. “The 
©aks’’ has for two weeks been the scene 
of a resolute fight against the disease, 
which now threatens the lives of two 
of ths three surviving children. 

Isolation Ig Requested. 

Following the Board’s meeting, Health 
Commissioner Starkloff issues a circu- 
lar letter requesting physicians to igso- 
late cases of infantile paralysis as soon 
as they are discovered, and to notify 
the department of their existence. He 
acted under a clause of the contagious 
disease ordinance which authorizes him 
to extend to other diseases the regula- 
tions now applied to smallpox, diph- 
theria and scarlet fever. 

Because of the newness of the dis- 
ease and the lack of a requirement as 
to reporting the cases, the Health De- 
partment does not know how many 
cases now exist in St. Louis. The cases 
are frequently mistaken at the outset, 
Dr. Starkloff said, for spinal meningitis. 
Most of the cases developing here, he 
believes, have been fatal. 

Tests made by Dr. Flexner of the 
Kockefeller Institute have indicated that 
infantile paralysis is not only conta- 
gious but is, like other contagious dis- 
eases, fly-borne. It is a late summer 
Cisease, flourishing chiefly in August 
and September.

Nortoni’s speech, which was intended 
as a keynote utterance, began with a 
declaration that special interests have 
corrupted the source of legislation, and

Judge Nortoni announced that he 
would cut his speech short, as the con- 
vention had a great deal of work to do, 
and moreover, would soon have to meet 
“the greatest man in the world—Theo- 
dore Roosevelt.”

A meager minority succeded 
in renominating him. 


Says Revolt Was Certain. 
"The man who could not see that 


there would be a rebellion whenever 
these over-represented states forced a 
nomination against the strong opposi- 
tion of the states in which there is a 
real Republican party, was blind as a 
bat, and the man who could not hear 
the rumble of the rising storm was deaf 
as an adder. 

“If the. convention which nominated 
Mr, Taft had changed the system, in 
obedience to the popular demand, we 
might have had patience to wait; but 
as though wanting to furnish every rea- 
son for revolt, it attempé#ed to fasten it 
still more firmly upon us. If this were 
all, we would be amply justified in 
overthrowing the system by refusing to 
accept the nominee.

‘The disease has been attributed to 
dust, food, water supply, ingects, the 
relation of water courses and general 
unsanitary conditions, but the evidence 
gathered from the many hundreds of 
cases observed is not sufficient to prove 
or disprove any hypothesis. Infantile 
paralysis often fails to spread in com- 
munities where conditions seem most

PITTSBURG, Pa., Sept. 3—As com- 
munication with the afflicted section be- 
comes established, stories of heroic and 
thrilling rescues become numerous.

THE GAINING OF SUFFRAGE. 
MI ISS FRUCHTE says that hér 


primary intrest in politics is th 
gaining of suffrage for women. 
Unlike most women who want to vote, 


‘she has very definite and immediate and 


specific uses for the ballot as soon as 
she gets it. 

Or is it that Miss Fruchte is. more 
gifted in her powers of expressing her 
leas than are most women? 

When this well-known teacher speaks 
tonight, as she has been asked to do 
and as she surely will unless the loqua- 
cious T. R. is more than a match for 
her, eloquence and fluency will not be 
offered as excuse for woman’s political 
unequality. She must have been very 
tired after all day sessions of teachers’ 
tueetings when I darted in upon her 
yesterday, but never was she at a loss 
for a word, and if there are any rag- 
ged sentences in what I am about to 
quote—any incompleteness in the elab- 
cration of them, it is my memory, not 
Miss Fruchts’s English which is at 
fault. 

To begin with her beginning. the story 
she told me of the very .vundation of 
her ideals and present conviction is 
interesting and should be inspiring to 
younger minds today: 

‘When in my thirteenth’year I recit- 
ed almost verbatim the Gospel of St. 
John for which I received a prize of one 
gold dollar, that marked the beginning 
of my interest in human fellowship and 
led me to grow into the condition now 
strong within me that if we are to be 
great we must transcend the accident of 
birth such as sex or creed or wealth and 
the like. 

“The same year I recited from mem- 
ory with accuracy the whole of the Con- 
stitution of the United States with the 
then amendments. That was the begin- 
ning of my interest in sociology: es- 
pecially the study of social institutions, 
and what I usually call educational in- 
stitutions, meaning by that all the facil- 
ities for education received from the 
cradle and the grave. Then my German 
father use his influence gently to turn 
my tastes toward domestic affairs, and 
within the same year I received from 
him another gold dollar for knitting for 
him a pair of silk stockings. 

“So I was grounded early in the com- 
bination of patriotic, practical and so- 
cial inclinations. 

“The period tn evolution arrived,” be- 
gen Miss Fruchte in explanation of her 
feeling toward her important new of- 
fice. 

“When women must—not may—come 
forward. Any history of sociology will 
filustrate how conditions force action. 

“There are supposedly 8,000,000 women 
wage earners in this country. An army 
of public schoo? women are teaching 
milions of boys good citizenship, while 
the wumen themselves are underpald, 
overworked, celebates, 
whatever in the practical functions of 
government.

“In what manner should women come 
forward? You have bsen quoted as 
saying they should fight,”’ I reminded 
her. 

“Fight with arguments and facts. Of 
course, force of arms between men and 
women would be absurd—physical bat- 
tles a foregone conclusion, with women 
the losers. It is unnecessary to mar- 
tyrize ourselves when we have so many 
facts on our side.’’ | 

“Don’t you think women would better 
convert themselves before setting out to 
convert the men?” I asked. 

“You mean that women are not yet 
well enough aware of their needs—not 
intelligent enough to vote? In some in- 
stances that is true. Women have not 
bad the broadening experiences of re- 
sponsible positions in the outside world. 
Women by ths millions have engaged in 
the salaried industries. The higher pro-

There is every reason to believe wom- 
an’s severe disciplining has made her 
more fit and ready to enter the political 
world. 

“Lincoln’s life, for instance, was a 
long discipline of obscurity, poverty, 
hardship, disappointment in love, de- 
feat in politics, before he was ready to 
comprehend the great folk soul on one 
hand and the world appeal on the other, 
and serve as the mediator of the two as 
the emancipation of the negro.”’

LONDON, Sept. 3.—A complete dis-

Three Lines of Action Open to Britain 
in Canal Dispute. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3.—No less than 
three separate and distinct “lines of ac- 
tion” are open to the British Govern- 
ment in dealing with the problem raised 
by the passing of the Panama Canal 
tolls act. . 

It is assumed here that because there 
is more than one available,-avenue for 

- British thipping to seek relief, the Brit- 

ish Foreign Office has said the notice of 

an — for arbitration was prema- 
ture. 

President Taft has ‘indicated one 
method by which the problem may be 
attacked. Congress, however, did not 
think well of the suggestion. That was 
te include in the act a paragraph giving 
jurisdiction to the American courts to 
pass upon whether the act constituted 
a discrimination against British ship- 
ping, in violation of the Hay-Paunce- 
fote treaty. 

Another means of dealing with the 
British grievance would be to allow 
any British owner to test, under exist- 
ing law, before any United States Court, 
his right to use the canal under the 
treaty on terms of equality with Ameri- 
can «ship owners. Chairman Adamson 
of the House Committee on Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce and many sena- 
tors and other representatives have de- 
Clared that if British rights have been 
infringed ghefe already was a remedy 
in the statutes.

AMERICAN TROOPS 


United States Virtually Has 
Placed Armed Protectorate 
Over Country.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3—When the 
armored cruiser California arrives at 
Corinto today the United States Gov- 
ernment will have in Nicaragua an 
armed force of nearly 2300 men. The 
arrival of the cruiser Colorado at Cor- 
into Wednesday will bring the total up 
to 2500, and the men on the cruiser 
Cleveland, which sailed from Mare 
Island yesterday and will arrive at Cor- 
into late this week, wil bring the num- 
ber up to 2700. 

Dispatches from the American repre- 
sentatives in Nicaragua contained no 
new alarming news. 

Commander Terhune of the gunboat 
Annapolis, who is repairing the railroad 
and telegraph lines between Corinto and 
Managua, is pushing his work and his 
men are not molested. 


Quiet Prevails in Town, 
Quiet prevails at Corinto end the con- 


tiguous territory. 

The 125 Americans at Matagalpa, who 
asked for a guard several days ago, are 
safe. A small detachment of marines 
has been sent to Matagalpa and Admiral 
Sutherland, commanding the American 
forces, deems it sufficient for the pres- 
ent. The tone of the dispatches indicate 
that the purposes for which this Gov- 
ernment sent troops to Nicaragua—the 
enforcing of Knox ‘‘dollar diplomacy’’— 
has been effective. The customs houses, 
the guarding of which is the chief duty 
the troops in Nicaragua arg safe and 
the American supervisors are collecting 
the customs, 

According to diplomats here the 
United States virtually has placed an 
armed protectorate ovér Nicaragua, and 
Gen. Mena, the rebel leader, has reai- 
ized this and therefore is making no 
further effort te capture-Managua and 
that section of Nicaragua under control 
of the American troops.

Mena retains his hold on Leon, and 


from all indications he will, unless 
United States troops dislodge him, hold 
that town and strategic pvint indefi- 
nitely.

SHOT IN A RAGE 
WITH POLICEMAN 


Patel Summoned . by 
Woman’ s Screams, Arrests In- 
truder, Who Breaks Away. 


Two burglars were captured in the] 


downtown section of the city Monday 
night. One, a negro, was shot and 
probably mortally wounded by Proba- 


tionary Patrolman Harry Steiner of the 
Carr Street District in a chase that 
aroused the residents of the block be- 
tween Wash street and Franklin ave- 
nue and Fourteenth and Fifteenth 
streets. The other burglar, a white 
man, was found crouched behind a safe 
in a saloon on lower Chestnut street. 

Patrolman Steiner was about to call 
the Carr Street Station from the tele- 
phone box: at Fourteenth and Wash 
streets shortly after 3 a. m., when he 
heard a woman screaming for help. «He 
traced the sound to the third floor of 
1424 Wash street, the apartments of Um- 
berto Bruznone. The latter, revolver 
in hand, was emerging from the house 
when the policeman approached and 
Mrs. Bruznone, looking from a window, 
informed the policeman that a burglar 
had just run east on Wash street. 

Steiner trailed the negro to a yard 
behind 1405 Franklin avenue, and as he 
approached, the negro drew a knife and 
opened it. Stciner pulled out his re- 
volver and ordered the negro to sur- 
render. Instead, the burglar slashed 
the policeman’s coat with his knife and 
tried to take his revolver away. The 
two fought in the yard and the police- 
man finally overpowered the negro and 
started with him for a patrol box. 

First Fires in “Air.

iceman and after a brief struggle got 
away and ran through a hallway to 
Wash street.

President * Announces. He. Will 
Take Up Question at the 
Next Meeting.

Rhodes E. Cave, president of the 
School Board, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, Tuesday, that he would take up 


at the next meeting of the Committee on 
Instruetion the question of supplanting 
‘the present method of paying the salar- 
jes of teachers évery five weeks by an 
arrangement which would make for 
bye frequent pay days. 

This statement followed an editorial in 
the Post-Dispatch upon the subject and 
the appearance of several communica- 
tions in the “Letters from the People 
Column” of the Post-Dispatch, Tuesday, 
signed by school teachers, who com- 
plained that the’ present system of pay- 
ment places their affairg at variance 
with the commercial world, in which 
financial matters are reckoned usually 
by the month. ‘ 

Ben Blewett also said that he is in 
favor of a reform if it is desired by a 
majority of the teachers, and declared 
that, in case of a widespread demand 
for more frequent pay days, he would be 
glad to be the spokesman of the teach- 
ers before the School Board. 

“I am not opposed to this reform if 
it is desired by @ majority of the teach- 
ers,’ said Blewett, “‘and if there is a 
widespread wish for a change I should 
readily voice it before the School Board. 

“But, so far as I know, there has 
been no serious demand for a change. 
I myself have been employed by the 
School Board for 2% years, and have 
drawn my pay every five weeks dtring 
that time, with no cause for dissatis- 
faction,” 

Knows of No Concerted Demand, 

Cave said that, in his personal opin- 
ion, he thought the five-week payday a 
pretty good arrangement, and that, so 
far as he knew, there had been no con- 
certed demand for a change. However, 
he said, he would cause the matter to 
be debated by the Committee on Instruc- 
tion at the earliest possible opportanity. 

“The school year is 40 weeks long, and 
it has been found convenient to divide 
it into eight equal periods of five weeks 
each. This was the origin of the five- 
week payday.”

Sie has attended with 
her brother, Paymaster Merriam, many 
of the most brilliant social functions in 
the national capital in the last thresa or 
four years.

“The Wicked Partner” is the last resort of Col. 
Roosevelt in defense of his innocence, despite the 
proof of huge campaign contributions to his 1904 
doughbag by wicked trusts.

St. Louis’ Labor day parade, revived after an 
interval of some years, was the most remarkable 
union demonstration in the history of this city.

_ BOND OR FREE? 

The conflict between fundamental economic 
ideas involved in the national political campaign 
was clearly developed in Gov. Wilson's Labor day 
speech. 

The iesuse, as be Gcfined &, & Wicther our 
American government shall be socialistic under 
the Roosevelt scheme for eliminating competition 
and legalising monopoly, or Democratic under 
the Wilson program of eliminaticg monopoly and 
regulating competitiqn. 

This is one of the big issues of the campaign— 
more important in its far-reaching effect on fu- 
ture conditions than the tariff. 

Gov. Wils 1 shows that the proposed partner- 
ship between goverrment and Big Business will 
profoundly affect the condition of the wage earn- 

rs, because it will clothe their employers with 

governmental authority to enforce their will upon 
them in fixing their wages and determining the 
conditions under which they shall work. “Most 
of his (the wage earners’) employers, at any 
rate practically all of the most powerful of his 
employers,” he said, “would be wards and pro- 
teges of that very government which is the mas- 
ter of us all. So that the chief employers will 
have this tremendous authority behind them; 
what they do they will have the license of the 
Federal Government to do, including the right to 
pay the wages approved by the Government.” 

Gov. Wilson rightly points out that the busi- 
ness wards of the Government will endeavor to 
have the minimum wage, advocated by Col. 
Roosevelt, made the wage standard. He might 
have gone further and said that the fixing of 
profits, prices and wages by authority of the 
Government will compel the fixing and enforce- 
ment of a maximum wage. 

What workingman will dare revolt against a 
maximum wage fixed under governmental ap- 
proval? : 

Gov. Wilson asks the workingmen this perti- 
nent question: ‘ 

When you have thought the whole thing 
out, therefore, you wiil find that the pro- 
gram of the new party legalizes monopolies 
and systematically subordinates workingmen 
to them and to plans made by the Govern- 
ment both with regard te employment and 


with regard to wages. By what means, ex- 


cept upon revolt, could we ever break the 


crust of our life again and become free men? 

Naturally the magnates of lawless monopoly 
want the Roosevelt plan, because it will legalize 
tlielr monopolies, validate their watered stocks 
and bonds, insure their profits, fix prices and 
wages for their benefit. 

Naturally, the Socialists who want ready-made 
state socialism enforced, by law, support it, not 
because they like that kind of socialism, but be- 
cause it is a long step towards state socialism. 
They know that the Roosevelt socialism is plu- 
tocratic—that is, socialism framed and. controlled 
by plutocracy for plutocracy. But they believe 
that, it will drive the people to accept state social- 
ism as a relief from the horrors of state pro- 
tected private monopolies. 

But are intelligent Ar-erican workingmen will- 
ing to yield their freedom of action and their 
right to demand - fair share of the fruits of their 
lebor and to decide what wages they will accept? 

Are business men willing to surrender their 
freedom of business activity and become cogs in 
the wheels of a governmental business machine? 

Are the American people willing to destroy 
economic liberty in order that a few men who 
have criminally abused their :iberty may find a 
refuge from responsibility and punishment un- 
der law? 

Shall American civilization -be a free civfliza- 
tion for the benefit of freemen, or a slave civiliza- 
tion for the benefit of a few masters? 
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Vermont is far enough north to make us wish it 
were a barometer of United States weather rather 
than politics. 
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JUDICIAL DIGNITY, 

Judge George D. Reynolds declines to be inter- 
viewed on account of his elevation to the bench. 
The matter about which he was approached was 
the suit by detectives for alleged services to the 
firm of Reynolds & Reynolds in shadowing men 
said to have been engaged in attempting to bribe 
the Municipal Assembly. Plainly inis is a matter 
of public concern. 

Judicial dignity is all very well, but no manner 
of judge should allow his conception of the 
exalted character of his position to obscure the 
fact that he is an ordinary servant of the people. 
There is no good reason why he should not be 
interviewed concerning a matter of public inter- 
est of which he has information. 

A Judge of the United States Supreme Court 
might very well disclose information of value to 
the public or bearing on a matter of grave public 
concern. Judges of all grades should be self-

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I read with interest your editorial referring to 
the methods now in vogue of paying the teachers 
of St. Louis* 

It has been rumored from time to time that the 
present antiquated plan. of dividing the yearly in- 
come into eight equal payments occurring at in- 
tervals of five weeks would be superseded by one 
where these payments would occur every four 
weeks during school term, but as yet nothing 
material has been accomplished. It is evident 
that with the present system it is impossible for 
the large majority of teachers to observe any 
regular business method, owing to the fact that 
the yearly income is divided into payments which 
aré made at periods in variance with that of the 
commercial establishments. 

There are many teachers who are dependent to 
no little extent upon the remuneration that is re- 
ceived from outside sources during the summer, 
or leave the city during the vacation period for 
one or two reasons, i. e., to take up extension 
work in some summer school, or to escape from 
the high: cost of living in the city. The plan 
mentioned, that of dividing the income into 13 
payments, would without a doubt be welcomed 
by every teacher of this city. This plan is in op- 
eration at least at one point, Boulder, Colo, with 
very satisfactory results.

Pay Teachers by the Month. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


You. thay put me down as one teacher favoring | 


the payment of school teachers by the month, 
dividing the annual salary into 12 installments. 
There are two reasons for such payment, 

1. Its convenience. It would enable the teach- 
ers to pay their bills on the first of each month. 
As it is now, St. Louis teachers receive their “pay” 
anywhere from the tenth to the twentieth of the 
month, and owfMg to the Christmas holidays, an 
interval of six weeks intervenes between the 
December and January pay days, and meanwhile 
two months’ bills have accumulated. 

2. Most school teacherg use up thelr salary as 
soon as they receive it. The result is that they 
huve to borrow during the summer vacation, and 
many teachers, to my certain knowledge, patronize 
the money lenders or “loan sharks.” 

In New York City they pay the teachers by the 
month, and at the close of the season they pay 
them up to August 1 and pay them their August 
salary when they return from vacation (Sept. 1). 
It would be pleasant to know that your salary 
continued during the periods of enforced idleness, 
even if the monthly installments were slightly 
smaller than the five-week payments. 

St. Louls school teachers received their last 
“pay” June 15, and they will receive their next 
pay Oct. 10. Creditors, please take notice!

“NEW ANARCHY” IN ENGLAND. 
From the Advance. 

English religious weeklies are manifest- 
ing serious alarm over what they call the 
“new anarchy.” It is a revolt. of the 
labor classes against conditions, and of 
the upper classes against legislation to 
remedy these conditions. Labor refuses 
to be bound by agreements, and wealth 
is in rebellion against law. The British 
Weekly, In an article on the subject; 
calls it a struggle between the haves 
arfd the have-nots. “Last year,” says 
the Weekly, “‘some 700,000 people died. 
"Of these, 660,000 left nothing; 82,000 left 
$49,000,000, and 5000 left $216,000,000. The 
rich have much to lose tn the way of 
possession and privilege; the overwhelm- 
ing majority have nothing to lose at 
all.”

jar of cold cream I must make it 
reach so this amount covers my 
daily needs. 

I am expected to serve meat twice 
a day, some kind of breakfast food 
and exes for the morning meal. My 
husband earhs a good salary, $50 
per week, yet he ‘grumbles about 
giving me this amount every week. 
I do a)i my own housework and a 
big share of the family wash. At 
times I get’ very Ciscouraged, and 
then egain think pernaps some other 
woman could do better than IL Tell 
me frankly what you think.

What I think frankly of this par- 
ticular woman's problem is that in 
view of her husband's income, she 
is doing’ very well indeed to make 
$10 go so far, and that, on the facts 
as she states them, she if a peer! of 
thrift.

The championship was held in conjunc- 
tion with the annual fall es of the Irish- 
American Athletic Club. was the feature 
of the meet and despite the rain, drew more 
than 5000 persons to the park to wee it 
contested. 

Martin Sheridan, who held the record, 
watched the Indian in every competition. 
After the last event had been decided Mar- 
tin grabbed Thorpe’s hand and congratulat- 
ed him on his great feat. 

Ing talking to a reporter for the Post- 
Dispatch Sheridan said: 

“Thorpe is the greatest athlete that ever 
lived. He has me beaten 50 ways.. Even 
when I was in my prime I could ‘not do 
what he did teday.’’ 

While Thorpe’s feat was remarkable, it 
undoubtedly would have been greater had 
it mot been for the rain. The track was 
heavy and the field slippery. Despite these 
drawbacks he performed in each contest in 
championship form.

Speed-Crazed Professionals Will- 


ing to Take Any Chance 
on the Track.

“That’s no sport for a man with a 


nervous system,” said an old timer as 
“he stood in the center of the Priester’s 


neck, trying to keop track of the speed- 


mad motor cyclists who clung to the 
inclined track like flies to a ceiling. 

This motor drome thing is still new to 
St. Louis, and because it possesses an 
even grester thrill-than aviating, auto- 
mobiling and bullfighting, it seems due 
for a sort of unhealthy patronage, de- 
spite the fact that Priester’s Park is 
somewhat distant from ths center of the 
town. 

Of all the branches of sport now on 
the calendar, motor cycling on a 62%- 
degree track is the most dangerous. Put 
& man on one of the high-power sput- 
ters and start him around a quarter- 
mile track and there’s no telling what’s 
apt to happen. He may shoot over the 
top, tumble into a gulley below the bot- 
tom of the track, fall off and be run 
over by a competitor or be blown to 
dust if the machine explodes. 


Amateurs Ruled Off, 


But the public has taken to it. The new 
motordrome, still in its infancy, has claimed 
one death. Fortunately, the amateurs have 
been ruled off the track and none but ex- 
perienced drivers are now permitted to per- 
form. Without such precaution there’s no 
telling what the fatality list would total. 

But even these veterans at the game cajse 
a shiver to run down one’s back aa.they 
spin around the bowl. They take too many 
chances. Just above the edge of the race 
track proper is a strip of boarding 12 inches 
high, forming the lower portion of the sup- 
port for a screen fence at the top of the run, 

Between heats Monday afternoon an argu- 
ment was overheard in which four of the 
drivers were interested. One of the riders, 
who hadn't caught his breath from the ex- 
¢Citement of the last race, wanted to wager 
all he had in his clothes, as well as next 
week’s salary. that he could pilot his ma- 
chine about the board stripping without 
missing once in a mile. 

Evidence of Madness. 

To go this one better, one of the other fel- 
lows said he was seeking to make a wager 
that he could ride five miles, or 20 laps 
at less than a mile a minute without even 
touching his handlebars.

But the public 
seems to be demanding these freak risks. 

Standing near one of the entrances to

There they are con- 
stantly on the lookout for someone to go 
through the fence.” 

Fields Are Too Large. 


There was no accident at either the 
afternoon or evening session Monday. But 
that doesn’t mean there is to be no more 
spills. In one heat Monday there were 
five competitors. It seems that’s too 
many, although in motor cycling, as in 
any other sport, the bigger the field, the 
more exciting the contest. It was an 
uneven race, which fact probably enabled 
the men to race three miles without any 
disaster. But when five men and ma- 
chines get away on even terms on ‘a nar- 
row track, it’s a miracle if nothirig disas- 
trous happens.

‘atory in- Hope of Finding Way 
to Cure Criminals. 


‘Undeveloped or Defective Brain 


Declared to Be Responsible 
for Unlawful Acts. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSONVILLE, Ind., Sept. 3— 


Dr. D. C. Peyton, superintendent of the 
Indiana Reformatory, has made an- 

nouncement that he has completed ar- 

rangements for having the institution 
equipped with a psychological labora- 

tory for the study of criminals. The 

laboratory, it is said, will be the first 

of its kind. 


It is a well-known theory that many 
if not most of the criminals are victims 
of defective or undeveloped brains. Dr. 
Peyton and other criminologists hope 
that work in the laboratory will aid ‘n 
discovering the exact nature of these 
defects and develop means of ouring 
them. 

Prof. Rufus Bernard von Klieinemid, - 
nead of the department of psychology 
and education at De Pauw University, 
has been engaged to come hére as &8-— 
sistant superintendent of the mrea- 
tory, in charge of the laboratory. Ile 
will make a study of the psychology of 
criminals, while Dr. Peyton will work . 
on the pathology of criminals. 

The reformatory, to which all male 
offenders in Indiana between the ages 
of 18 and 30, except those receiving fe 


to 14000 prisoners the year round, Dr, 
Peyton said that researches to date 
show probably one-third of those enter- 


12 years of age, although physicalig. 
more than twice that age. 

Defective Brain Cause. 
“Crime is not exactly a disease,” Dr. 
Peyton said. “It may better be 7-e 


undeveloped brain. Through medical 
science the world learned that insa:liy 
is a physical and not a spiritual fll and 
kindness and scientific treatment 

nat bisa’ harshness and unscientifie mk: 
ods. So also crime is a problem for the 
Wl Soclanaans ‘and the psychologist, and 
the field of research is the brain and 
the mind. -We should recognize that 
crime, like disease, has natural causes 
arid before we can .treat the offender 
we must know his genesis. 

“We account for crime deformities: by 
reason of an inflammatory tnterference 
with the brain cells. May not sclencée 
yet. disclose that crime is but the nat~ 
ural reason of the defective or unde-- 
veloped brain.’ Who will undertake to 
point out the sharp line of demarkation 
between the normal and the abnormal; 
or tell where sanity leaves off or insan- 


ity begins, 
Laboratory Work Feasible, | 

“We have the curable and pen EE, 
physical defects and we have the our- 
able and the incurable diseases. There. 
is an apparent and intimate relation 
between crime and defect. After all, 
it is the Integrity of the brain that de- 
termines the integrity of the life. 
startling advance made in the last half 
ccntury in the general world of science 
by the exact methods of laboratory in- 
vestigation has suggested the feasi- 
bility of their application to the — 
lem of penal science. 

“The psychological laboratory ts no 
knger an experiment. The work done 
by Prof. Hugo Munsterberg at Harvar’ 
and by others in this fleld prove con- 
clusively the potency of the method 'n 
determining mental qualities, in detect- 
ing psychic defects, and in estimating 
the general state of the central nerv- 
ous system. 

“But, incredible as it may seem, there 
ix no penal or reformatory institutie: 
having the care of males where psycho- 
logical methods formulated on scientific 
laboratory experiments are in use or 
even where a comprehensive scheme of 
psychic findings has any place in the 
general management of criminals. 

“The idea of punishment for crime is 
in essence singularly archaic, harking 
back to the old punitive system of the 
Mosaic law. We would not have maud- 
lin sentiment usurp the place of even 
strabismic justice, but we would ap-
